If you have difficulties with D.C, city government 
‘services or agencies, ‘phone 393-3333 Mondays through 
‘Fridays, 10 A.M, to 2 P.M. 

But it’s not what you think it is. You won’t talk 
to an employee of the city. Instead you will talk to a 
member of Call for Action, an organization of 45 volun- 
teers that operates the City Hall Complaint Center, 
which has handled over 24,000 calls since it opened 
in October 1968. 

Call for Action is citizen oriented and, through 
the Complaint Center, brings to the attention of city 
departments specific complaints coming from D.C, 
residents. With the backing of the mayor and the 
City Council, the Complaint Center operates in effi- 
‘ciently arranged offices on the ground floor of the 
District Building with the city providing the space, 
furniture, and telephones. 

It seems odd, doesn’t it, for a city to encourage 
an organization to “‘needle’’ it and even supply the 
needle? Three good results come from this ‘‘off- 
lbeat” attitude of the city government; first, since the 
‘Complaint Center is operated by volunteers who can’t 
‘be fired, no complaint is too hot ‘to handle; second,

MARCH MEETING 


The message of the Zero Population Growth repre- 
sentatives at the March FBA meeting was reassuring 
as well as discouraging. For while it would take 60 
to 70 years for the population of the United States to 
stabilize even if everyone decided today to limit their 
families to two children, at least the American people 
are becoming aware of the problem of overpopulation 
and the steps that can be taken to ameliorate it, 

Leonard Lane, ZPG Washington lobbyist, and 
Richard Kroll, president of the D.C. chapter of ZPG, 
first outlined what they believe the problems are and 
are not. The problem is not the unwanted child-- 
therefore, eliminating legal restrictions on such con- 
itroversial methods of population control as contracep-. 


tion and abortion is not the sole answer. The problem : 


‘is the wanted child--it it’s child number three or more, 
‘A subtle plug for Women’s Liberation was inserted 
in their comments to the effect that two reasons for 
having large families in the-past have been the desire 
_ .to produce a son and the belief that having children 
was the best form of self-fulfillment for a woman. 

Among the reasons for limiting population growth 
are: increased pollution, resource depletion, deleteri- 
ous effect on economic development, and deleterious 
effect on democratic institutions (i.e., each vote car- 
ries less weight as the number of voters grows. $ 

After outlining the disadvantages of unchecked 
population growth, they discussed the positive aspects 
of its control, the most important being the oppor- 


tunity we have to leave a legacy to our children and 


grandchildren of an improved quality of life. 

The Association was visited by Joe Parker of the 
Service Area Committee of the D.C. Government.: 
This program was established by the Mayor to improve 
service delivery at the neighborhood level, increase 
the effectiveness of the government, and increase its 
responsiveness to citizens. Mr. Parker distributed a 
brochure describing the service-area concept, and 
will return at a future meeting to answer questions 
from the Association. Copies of the brochure can be 
obtained by calling 629-4168 or 629-2060. 

A film, ‘‘Children and Trees,’’ completed the 
evening’s activities.

The green thumb balcony gardener soon finds 
little foot room, and floor cleaning becomes exasperat- 
ing. 
One substitute for the space-robbing accumulation 
of flower pots and plant tubs is the ‘‘balcony box’’--a 
window box mounted on the inside of the balcony wall 
or railing. ‘‘Do-it-yourself’’ brackets, bent from soft 
aluminum strap metal will support the box, as shown 
below. A small home vise or ‘‘C’’ clamp can hold 
one end of the strap metal rigid while leverage is 
applied to bend the other end to the required shape. 

Hechinger, Sears, andother building supply stores 
stock the strap aluminum. After deciding on the size 
of your flower box you can determine the length of 
strap aluminum needed, Shape coat hanger wire to a 
measureable pattern of the aluminum brackets, 


The redwood or cedar balcony box shown in the 
drawing has no bottom. The four sides with self- 
watering inverted ‘‘V’’ notches rest on a galvanized 
iron tray. In addition to permanency, the tray may 
act as a reservoir, allowing the plant to draw water 
from it as needed. 

Light weight soil, especially important for a sup- 
ported box, is of equal parts of pearlite or vermicu- 
lite, peat moss, and rich garden loam, Avoid clay 
loam. 

Geranium, petunia, marigold, nasturtium, and 
ageratum are window box plants suited to sunny loca- 
tions. In the shade, impatiens, tuberous rooted be- 
gonias, fuschia, and ivy will do better,

And the Coast 
Guard--a 10-story structure leveled to create a park- 
ing lot. Before that--the Navy Yard, a 10-block-long 
complex; the Patent Office to Virginia; The National 
Bureau of Standards to Gaithersburg, Md. And taking 
their cue from this exodus such major private em- 
ployers as National Geographic Society to Rockville; 
Western Electric to Arlington; and REA to Prince 
Georges’ Temple Hills. Inthe offing--the Government 
Printing Office and U.S, Postal Service to Prince 
Georges’ Lanham, 

An obvious explanation: lack of space in the Dis- 
trict. And the equally obvious rebuttal: What about 
also vacated Bolling AFB and the huge National Train- 
ing School for Boys, another displaced employer? And 
the acreage at the Navy Yard? The National Training 
School appears destined to become another Anacostia-- 
a public housing project. 

With jobs, perhaps we wouldn’t need so much public 
housing to, in a few years, take on the battle-scarred 
appearance of Anacostia and Congress Heights. If you 
have an employed populace, then it follows you have 


a concerned people. AndIknowofno better long-term 


cure for crime than that. Short-term, of course, would 


be a better and more realistic reaction in our criminal 
courts.
